fining the crime of ''conspiracy." Only TWO votes were 
cast against uiis bill which, if it becomes n law, would 
cliange every misdemeanor into a felon}-, providing that 
three or four people discussed that matter before hand. 
and then any one of them later committed the overt act. 
It would also make them all equally guilty of the felony. 


Attorney E. S. TTertz. of Cleveland, the retiring 


United States district attorney, in commenting- upon the 
bill said that in addition to making misdemeanors really 
penitentiary offenses, it ''will operate to increase the 
penalties for the most trifling offenses. 
If two or more 


persons conspire either to commit any offense against 
the state of Ohio, or to bring about any result of the vio- 
lation of any law of the state and one or more such per- 
sons do any act to effect the object of such conspiracy, 
each person shall be fined not less than $100 or more 
..than $5,000 or shall be imprisoned in the penitentiary 
not less than one year or more than five years or both."

rection for any evil is to add to the penalty. If any 
court or peace officials are not doing their duty in any 
.section of the state, add to the penalty. This is such 
a simple panacea. There isn "t any profound philosnphy 
needed in it. The only trouble is that it doesn't arrive 
anywhere. It is wrong in its theory and is wrong in its 
results.
